Sudden Death of C. A. Carroll 
We are shocked and _ deeply 


grieved to learn, through the kind- 
ness of W. H. LaPrade, Jr., of the 
sudden and untimely death of C. 
Armond Carroll, 300 the Prado, 
Atlanta, Ga., which occurred Sun- 
day, Sept. 8th. No further details 
were given, but we trust that Mr. 
LaPrade, or some other friend and 
associate of Mr. Carroll’s will send 
us in a more detailed account of 
his life and philatelic—and es- 
pescially, Buroprint—activities. 


Mr. Carroll was probably the 
leading precancel and _ Buroprint 
authority of Georgia. For some 
time he has been Buroprint editor 
of “Mekeel’s”, and in July this 
year he edited the Check List of 
Precancelled Envelopes, published 
by Gloeb. He specialized in the 
stamps of Georgia and the South- 
ern states, and collected Buroprints 
in singles, coil pairs, and blocks 
of four. His collection of Buro 
blocks was very fine, being second 
probably, to Dr. Mitchell’s alone, 
and containing one item that is 
the envy of all other block collec- 
tors—the Oklahom No. 1 (OKLA- 
HOMA, OKLA.) in a superb block 
of four. The Buroprint fraterni- 
ty has long owed Mr. Carroll a 
debt for keeping it supplied with 
up-to-the-minute news of the is- 
sues of Georgia—as well as with 
the stamps themselves. 

We fully realize that this is a 
very inadequate memorial of Mr. 
Carroll’s Buroprint interests, ac- 
tivities and holdings, and we trust 
that someone better informed will 
send us a more suitable account.

erally appear in the higher de- 
nominations, from lle to $2.00, 
although they exist in the lower 
denominations also.. The Louis- 
ville, Ky., precancels that you sub- 
mit are all “city types”, not bu- 
ros. It is quite easy, though, for 
the beginner to confuse the type 
of Louisville that you submit 
(Type I) with the old type Louis- 
ville buros. 

Charles G. Clark: Kindly note 
the above reply to Mr. Heilman, 
in regard to the 20c Indianapolis 
without period after IND that you 
submit. Your stamp is the city 
type and normal without period. 
“Edwin Heintz: The 2c Philadel- 
phia that you submit is not a 
buro, but the city type XIX. This 
type is so similar to the old type 
Philadelphia buros that it is very 
confusing for the beginner. Note 
that your city type has slender 
letters and short bars broken to 
fit the stamp—while the buro type 
(old) has fuller, rounder letters 
and heavier line-bars that run 
clear across the stamp, unbroken 
except at the edge of the sheet. 
In this column we are considering 
only the Buroprint precancels and, 
incidentally, how to distinguish 


them from general precancels. 
You (and all beginners in pre- 
cancels and buroprints) need a

It is 
most probable that this route will 
embrace also, Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, Columbus, Ohio, and Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. The plans for this route 
however will not be put into ef- 
fect until some time next year and 
it is probable that this will come 
during the early summer months. 


The Chamber of Commerce of 
Omaha, Nebraska, has returned 
covers sent there for posting on 
the second of September. They 
state that the report that the 
Omaha Airport was to be dedicat- 
ed on that date was in error. 


Lindbergh’s Southern Flight 


Lindbergh will make the flight 
south to the Guianas with the first 
Air Mail over this new route. 
The return flight will be made by 
another pilot and Lindbergh will 
continue on a trail blazing flight 
to Rio De Janeiro, Brazil. This 
flight is the forerunner of an ex- 
tension of the route and collectors 
who want in on the first flight 
would do well to get in touch with 
the offices of the Pan American 
Airways and arrange to have ad- 
dressed envelopes and a cash de- 
posit on hand in event the advance 
announcement of the opening of 
the flight is made on short notice. 


Adams Air Mail Pick-up 


The recent Government experi- 
ments with the Adams Air Mail 
Pick-up at Youngstown, Ohio, 
while satisfactory in action were 
not sufficient for the Department 
to make a decision as to the prac- 
ticality of the device. Further 
tests are to be made, most prob- 
ably at Youngstown, Ohio, and it 
is stated that if the device is 
adopted that many small towns 
on various Air Mail routes will be 
equipped with these devices. The 
tops of buildings in the heart of 
a city can be utilized and there 
will be no necessity for airports 
in the smaller cities for mail pur- 
poses. 


The famous Atlantic City Motor 
Speedway has been purchased by 
the Aero Corporation of America 
and will be turned into an Airport. 
It will be one of the largest air- 
ports in the country.

Persian Air Stamp Errors 


Mr. R. Y. Mottahedeh sends 
some information regarding errors 
in the Persian Air Mail stamps 
that should be of interest to col- 
lectors. 

The 2 krans No. 1128 has in 
the 90th stamp on the sheet a 
capital “S” in KrS. instead of the 
small s; in the 3 krans No. 1129 
the 34th stamp on the sheet has 
the letter “r’” dropped below 
the line of the letter “K”; on the 
5 kran No. 1130, the 100th stamp 
in’ the sheet has the period miss- 
ing after 5 kr. thus (5kr); the 20 
kran No. 1132 has a capital “S” 
in its 90th stamp, thus (KrS.) in- 
stead of a small s; the 30 kran 
No. 1133 has the same error as 
the 20 kran. Of the 3, 5, 20 and 
30 krans only a few have been 
found with these errors.
